'Man Called “Business Depression”— 
who always is kept right up in the 
front part of the stage when ever an 
election approaches—is being played 
again.

for low tariff, and a dozen other such 
calamities are constantly threatening 
business.

The trusts pretend to

They pretend, 
for instance, to be in a panic be­ 
cause of the suit against the steel 
trust, and are trying to make the

these alarms they know that the suit 
against the steel trust will amount to 
nothing as long as a republican ad­ 
ministration is in power to prosecute 
it.

Oklahoma City, Nov. 6.—“That the 
clerk of the court seal the papers, 
separate them from the files of the 
office and at the expiration of six 
months destroy them by fire.” 
That was the order made by Judge 
Tom I). McKeown of Ada, assigned to 
Oklahoma City by Chief Justice John 
B. Turner to hear the case of P. M. 
Sulli\an against the members of the 
supreme court, the Oklahoma county 
district* judges and about twenty oth­ 
er state and county officials. The or­ 
der was given Monday morning fol­ 
lowing arguments of counsel for the 
defense on demurrers and motions to 
strike and it fully relieve^ Judge Sul­ 
livan of the necessity of giving furth­ 
er attention to that particular case. 
Probably nowhere in the annals of 
jurisprudence has the local action a 
counterpart. Sullivan, now under in­ 
vestigation for sanity, conceived the 
idea that the supreme court judges, 
the district Judges and other promi­ 
nent, officials had entered into a con­ 
spiracy to “judicially rob” him of 
property lying in Oklahoma county 
and valued ar $23,(MM). 
In addition to the property he ask­ 
ed $250,00# damages. The petition was 
peculiarly vidictive and attacked not 
only the courts but those of smaller 
importance named 
as 
defendants. 
With it was filed a small hook pur­ 
porting to give a history of the ac­ 
tion, but in reality it was only a rep- 
tition of the assaults contained in the 
petition. 
The supreme court, represented by 
C. B, Stuart, B. F. Burwell and Henry 
Gray, counsel for the district judges 
and several other defendants, demur­ 
red to the petition and were sustain­ 
ed. Attorney Gray then filed a motion 
that the entire pleadings be stricken 
from the files because “they were 
scurrilous and Indecent,” which re­ 
sulted i nthe order of Judge McKeown 
to Clerk Tom Kirby to seal them, pre­ 
serve them for a period of six months 
and then burn. 
Judge 
Sullivan 
appeared 
in 
the 
courtroom but a short time Monday. 
He entered objections to Chief Jus­ 
tice Turner assigning a special judge 
to try the case, read a report in 
which “anarchy” was used, made a 
few other remarks of a similar char­ 
acter and withdrew. He 
stated 
he 
would not be further identified with 
a proceeding so flagrantly illegal. The 
court permitted his remarks to go 
without reprimand and advised the 
other lawyers to proceed.
